The lawn ois-rators reaped a harvest b.v his vie 
tory. for in addition to tlie customary prejudices 
tiKBinst Indtiiik on a (tra.v horse, few regarded him 
ns haviiiit a clianee to land the victor.v. I’.nt his 
sire. Oxford, was also a k'ray and a capital nice 
liofse when campaiKiieil in his iirinie b.v tlwyn 
Tiitupkins. 

In the rittstown mile handicap, with starters that 
hud not won at any time a race of st.tSHI valin 
ItoutledEc and Smoke Scrcoii were tlioiittht to liavi 
the race Is-tween them. Koiitlcdnc, iM-eanse of his 
jtood shouin;; in a previous essa.v when he finished 
second and fori-cd TIinnderclap to a hard drive, was 
held iti tile most esteem, but his performance 
deeidedl.v off color and he finally finished a distant 
Inst. Smoke Screen, from a fast be^inniiiK. held 
to his lead all the wa.v and won after completing’ tin 
mile in l:37'-?r,. Uidy Gertrude plodded alonp 
steadil.v until in the last eiKlith. where she roused 
up and oiitsta.vcd Ilellsolar for second place after 
a spirited drive. 

.\nother favorite caused woe for tin- talent in 
the fifth ra<-e. also a mile dash, and brimrintf to 
the |K»st some speed.v ones.

Blue Belle 
scurried into a baig lead under the busy r’enman’ 
alert tactics and never left tlie result in doubt 
winning with sjieed in reserve from I.ibert.v Girl 
proniinent from the start, but forced at the end 
to do her best to retain second idace from the 
fust-coming Ocean Swell.

— It re- 
mained for one of P. .A. Clark’s colored stable 
liands to solve a problem that had worried trainer 
-lames Kowe for several months, according to the 
l.itter’s own admission. The griHiin in i|Ucstion 
"mbs” Xanc.v Lee. whieh defeated Pruder.v b.v a 
matter of inches in the Kentucky Oaks at ciinrehill 
Itowns last spring, and no man could lie prouder 
of a thoronglilire.d than he is of the daughter of 
Itroomstick — N'anght.v I*-id,v. 

-A few days ago Kowe chanced to pass the P. -A. 

( lark stable in “Horse Haven.” and decided to take 
a look at Nancy Lee just for curiosity, as he is 
alwa.vs interested in an.v horse with BriMimstick 
blood in its veins. Trainer .lack McCormack had 
her led out and when the groom saw that he was 
going to displa.v lier for the benefit of Kowe. b.v 
whom he formcrl.v was emplo.ved. he was all agog. 

-After looking Iot over for a few minutes, tlie 
AVIiitney trainer took occasion to compliment .Alc- 
Cormack iiimih her splendid appearanee .-md made 
the prediction that she will Im‘ heard from often in 
the future. 

“AA’Iiat puzzles me, however,” said Kowe. "is 
how this filly ever beat Prudery in the Oaks at 
I-oiiisville.” 

The colored stable hand did not give trainer Mc- 
Cormack a chance to repl.v. "I can tell you how.” 
he sjMike up. “and I know that .you will agree with 
me. .Air. Kowe. It wasn’t Xanc.v la-e whipping 
Pruder.v. It was just old Broomstick N-iiting Peter 
Pan. and he will do it again any time they hook 
up.” 

Kowe readily agreed that this was the nearest 
that anylxidy ever came to explaining the failure 
of Pruder.v to win the Oaks, but he still has his 
doubts as to whether “Broonistick can beat Peter 
Pan again.”

Novemls'r 
wliile tlie Essex Fox Hounds Club will follow it up 
one week later witli an imiHirran: meeting at Far 
Hills. 

Peimsyl vjuiiii, wliieli lias long lieeii lieadipiarters 
for fox hunting and liiint meetings, is to have a 
aotiihli* seri«‘s of eross-<*ouiitry races, lii'giiining on 
Octolier 8 with the meeting of Ihe lluntiiigdon Val- 
ley Hunt Cluh at Willow (!rove. Pa. The meeting 
of tlie White Marsh Valley Hunt Clul) will follow 
on October l.-> at Flourtowii, I’a., and the aneieiit

I'oint to iKiiiit racing is to lie a prominent feature 
of these nieeliiigs. nearly all of which will he held 
oil uniiicloseil grounds ami most of whieli Isiast of 
having no laid out courses or grandsiands. All flat 
raees will be run on the turf and not on a track. 

Point to iMiiiit races, wliicli are rapidly gaining in 
isipiilarity, perhaps ts’euuse tln-y afford so good a 
test of a hunter, are virtually a revival of tlie 
original s|Hirt of steepleehasiiig. They are run from 
one euiispicuous jioiiit to another, the riders being 
Iiermitted to elioose their own isiurse acro.Js country 
in reaching tlicm. At some meetings it Is custom- 
ary to mark the jumps with flags, luit tliis savors 
of the modem steeplechase, where tlie whole <siurse 
is flagged to guide the riders. The early steeple- 
chases. it is supposed, took their mime from the 
custom among fox liuiiters of racing their liorses 
to some ilistaiit eliureh sl«>eple, each rider, of course, 
taking a line of liis own.

I coiiliiine to receive a great many letters alamt 
systems, for some of whicli it is elHiined Hiat they 
)>ay. Iicsides oHiers of tlie nsnal "iiifallilile" t.vpe, 
whieli. of course, are lie.voiid all reason. Person- 
ally. I liavp consideralile respect for many systems 
wliich. if curried out on sound lines and ndliered 
to. oftmi iirove remniiemtive. The trouble witli a 
fixed scheme, as 1 see it, is the linman element 
witli wliieli one always 1ms lo contend, .•ind more 
oftiMi than not one finds a system wliicli would 
liave paid in tlie l<mg run given up liecanse of its 
failure in tlie firs) stages. One good isiiiit in 
favor of most systems is that lliey limit one’s 
loss, thongli. per contra, the winiiiiigs are nsnall.v 
also craiii|)ed.

Toxopiiilite lias long liecii dead and turned to dust, 
but tliroHgli his wonderful son. Musket, and tlie lul- 
ter’s descendants Caliiii. Spearmint. Maxim. Foul 
Shot and olliers wliicli have rcaclicd our shores, lie 
is still a potent factor in tlic breeding of England, 
.Australia and tin* I’nited States as well. Tliis lends 
interest to tlie following oliservatioiis eoheeriiiiig lliis 
horse from the eiihTtainiiig ticn of England’s master 
turf writer, AV. .Allison, under tlie liead of “Tliiek 
AA’ind”: 

"AA’e have read a great deal alsmt Toxoiiiiilile of 
late .md his sniiisiseil roaring iiifirmitj', wtiieli must 
lie more or less of a m.vtli, seeing that lie started 
favorite in tin- Derb.v of liis .vear and finislicd sec- 
ond to Beadsman, won the .Ascot Derbj-, tlie Don- 
caster Stakes and other races, wliile. as a four-year- 
old. he 'von over the Diteli In- -more tliaii two 
miles — and the Queen’s I’late isjurse at Go<h1'V(kkI. 
three miles five furhnigs. Iieatiiig Goahead and 
Gourd. This dm-s not suggest an.v respirator.'’ Iroii- 
hle at tliat time, and I suppose tlicre never was a 
more severe course tliaii that Queen’s I’latc one 
at tJiKid'vood. "Iiieli is never used now’. The.v 
started at tlie Cliarltoii Dow’ii, to tlie northwest 
of tlie stand, ran over to the east of the einmp to 
go tlie outside eirele of the iiill and returned to Hie 
east of tlie clump — alnint tlirec miles five furlongs. 
Tliat was Toxo)iIdli(e’s last victor.v, lint lie ran 
for the Gmidwood Cup iwliich w’e now’ know’ is close 
on tw’o miles six furlongs) two days later, ami 
there is, perliaps. little to womh'r at that in his 
next race, the Burgundy Stakes at A’ork August 
Meeting, wre find the follou’ing Calendar record: 
“F'oiir to 1 oil Toxopiiilite. Toxopiiilite ruptured a 
liItHid V’es.sel in the liead and was inilled ii]! at 
tlie lUstaiice.” All tills snrel.v is against the tra- 
dition of Ids roaring, for 'vlio would la.v 1 to 1 on 
a roarer over I'vo miles, which was tlie distance 
of the race in question? 

CASES IN POINT, 

“1 iiardl.v think tliat stories aliont 'Toxopiiilite 
being a roarer are wortli.v of credence, nor docs 
it n’lill.v matter ver.v mncli. an.vwa.v, for, as I 
said the other da.v. it is not jMissible to find a 
inoderii pedigree wliieh is not eliock-fnll of 
reputed roaring and bleeding lines, stnd.v it and 
excuse it as yon may. Tliere is little doiitit tliat 
muiiy of tlie dubious eases ma.v Im- classed nmli’r 
tlie liead of tliick wind, and animals so affected 
miglit be passed sound one da.v and rejected tlic 
next. I’ersimmon most certainly made a noise in 
riiiining for tlie Miildle Hark I’late. wlien he w’lis not 
quite up to tlie mark. Sceptre did so in most 
pronounced fiisliioii in lier first race at Gisidwissl, 
blit after a strong giillo|i tlie next morning won. 
rniiniiig nwny, jn Hie nfterimim. Sin- was, I 
lielieve. galloped two miles in the earl.v morning 
when it W’as known Hint slie was to 1 m* exiimim*d 
tliat da.v before the isniclnsioii of iier sale for 
$13.A.(KM>. Slie and oHiers of the .Agnes fumil.v 
have iiilierited Hiis |M*eiiliai’it.v of tliiek wind — it 
can liiird.v 1m* styled an infirmity, for it does not 
stop them from covering an.v distance wlien Hie.v 
are fit. 'Tin* only point against Hicm is that they 
need to lie clean W’ound up. and in a season like 
this “wiiidiiig up’’ is a serious matter. Ij is not 
disputed that Lemoiiora makes a noise of sorts, 
lint it lias not troubled liiiii in Hie sliglitest de- 
gree when racing, and the Grand Hrix fifteen 
furlongs over w’hich he won is more severe than Hie 
fonrteu furlongs at Ih'iicaster. In sliort. there is 
reall.v little or notliing to eluMise lietween Craig 
an Enin and Lcinqiiora, of wliich it is reckoned 
liy some who slioiild know’ liest that lM'iitois>rii ! 
is lit least IIS goiMl a sla.vcr as Hie I’.OtHI guineas I 
wiiiiicr, if not better. For ni.vself. 1 ciiimot im- 
agine Ci’iiig an Emu failing to stay, tint there is 
no d**iilit he had lK*tter luck Hiiiii his stiildc com - 
l>aiiioii "hen riHining for the Derby, and tin* dis- 
taiKs* lict'vecn tlicm at tin* finisli of tin* ,St. l.,cger 
is not likely to Im* nciirl.v so great, if they are 

IhiIIi 'Veil on Hie da.v. L(*mouoru mil}’ owe liis iiii- 
donliti*d stamiiiii to liis double cross of Isoiiom.v. 

’Tin* .Agnes IiIimmI in liis case docs not come at 
Hie I’lMit of tin* iw*digree. lint tliroligli liis grandam, 
AAAird of Honour, tiy Sai’iiliiiml (son of Mnnensfer). 
Her dam Geheimiiiss was a wonder of speed, hut 
did not St li.v. Tliis. Iiowever, w’as Hie sort of 
liasis on which Hie late Duke of B<*iinfort liked 
to lireed. using a stii.viiig Imrse mid a speed.v 

man*, and on Hint scheme of lireediiig In* pro- 
duced Hetroiicl. li.v .Musket, out of the sprinting 
Crylheia. 

TOXOPHILITE’S OAVNER. 

“It is proliiilil.v more tiiaii lia If - forgotten lij- now 
Hint 'Toxiqiliiliti*. when In* run for tin* Dcrli.v. fur 

w’liicli In* started favorite, was tin* properly of Loril 
Derli.v, who 'vas Hieii prime minister, willi .Mr. 
Disraeli as lender of the house of commons. 'Tin* 
favoritism of 'Toxopiiilite for the Dcrh.v w’lis due 
possilil.v ill n liirgi* measure to tin* piiiilic wisli Hint 
l.s>rd Dcrli.v sliiiuld liring off tin* Uonhh* event of 
Jircniicrship and tin* Di*rli.v. whicli w’oiild have been 
sometliiiig like a triple in his case; lint it did not 
quite eome off. and BeaiNmmi lM*at liiiii li.v a leiigHi.
